NEWSPAPER LAWS 


9. If any person orders his paper 
scontinued he must pay all arrears 
ov the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
llisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
‘takes it out of the post office. This

$202,000, or 9-20's of a cent a bushel. 

During the season re-inspections and 
surveys were called by the Pool on 
1777 cars, resulting in 614 grades be- 
ing raised, 8 lowered and 1155 with or: 
iginal grade held. The net gain to 
Pool shippers was $60,535.46, 

The Alberta Pool — staff averaged 
89 over the past season. This includes 
the branch offices at Edmonton, Van. 
couver and Winnipeg,

There was a perfect attendance and 
two visitors from British Columbia 
were also present.
